Pawtucket, R. I., ‘Jan. 28.—An ex- 
plosion which shook the country side 
for twenty miles around wrecked a 
two family house at Cumberland Hill, 
Manville, today and in, the ruins were 
found fifteen bodies. Many of the vic- 
tims, it is believed, were asph ted 
before the explosion of illumina 
gas which was made more severe by 
the detonation of dynamite stored in 
the ‘cellar. 

One entire family, the head of an- 
other family, and a young woman 
boarder were killed. They were: Ade 
larde Hamel, his wife, and their six 
sons and five daughters ranging in ace 
from 2 to 21 years, Michael Conway, 
and Miss Apolline Dancour. 

One of Conway’s sons on awakening 
this morning detected a strong odor 
of gas. Arousing his mother, he went 
down witha brother ‘to investigate. 
As they opened the cellar door there 
was a blinding explosion, a light in 
the hall evidently having come in con- 
tact with the accumulated gas. 

Bruised and cut, the boys hastened 
to the rescue of other members oj 
the family. They found their father 
caught im a’ mass of debris and had 
started to extricate him when he or- 
dered them to get.their mother and 
sister out of the house first. They did 
so and on returning found their father 
had fallen into a mass of blazing ruins 
in ‘the cellar.

Chicago Pastors Tell of 
Mystery Threats. 


Warning of a national blackmail syn- 


dicate formed to prey on unsuspecting 
ministers throughout the country was 
given yesterday by two clergymen in 
the Chicago territory. They are Dr. 
W. E. Barton, pastor.of the First Con- 
gregational church of Oak Park, and 
Dr. John: Timothy Stone, pastor of 
the Fourth Presbyterian church. 

The pastors told how the apparently 
extensively organized gang, with con- 
federates within the congregations, 
operate from city to city mostly by 
long distance telephone. 

Barton Givés First Warning. 

It was Dr. Barton who first caused 
a stir at the union ministers’ meeting 
at the Central Y. M. C. A. by telling 
of the scheme, 

“Beware of long distance phones 
and women,” he said. 

Dr. Barton Gescribed a call he had 
received from a hospital in another 
city’ asking that he grant an inter- 
view to a patient suffering from tuber- 
culosis. si see 

“At first,’ Dr. Barton said, “a cal 
came apparently from the secretary of 
a well known minister in.an eastern 
city. He asked me if I received a mes- 
sage or an appeal for an interview 
from a certain patient would I kindiy 
give what assistance I could, ; 

“Phen a little while later came the 
call from a hospital, from the patient} 


himself, saying he would call to see me 
and asking for an appointment. 


Visitor Proves Faker. 

“The man came and I saw him. 
Something about his manner and his 
story warned me to be on my guard. I 
became suspicious and wired to the 
eastern minister. He had authorized 
no such message and his secretary had 
not called me. I notified the police, 
but the sick man evidently, had. been 
warned in some way and failed to re- 


turn,” 
; Stone Has Like Case, _

400 Yaquis 
Battle 4,000 
Rebels 4 Days

Salvatierra, Mex., Jan. 28.—THE 
TRIBUNE just has obtained the details 
of the taking of Morelia, capital of the 
state of Michoacan, by the insurgents 
after one of the most heroic strug- 
gles in Mexican history. Barly Tues- 
day morning the small garrison of 400 
Yaquis under the command of Gen. 
Lopez awoke to find the place sur- 
rounded by 4,000 troops under Gen. 
Enrique Estrada, the insurgent chief. 

Gen. Estrada sent an officer under 
a white flag to demand that Gen. Lo 
pez surrender. 

Gen. Lopez replied: 

“For 300 years the Spaniards 
pounded on their door shouting to the 
Yaquis to surrender, but the Yaquis 
could not understand. The Mexican 
government for another 100 years 
shouted surrender to the Yaquis, but 
the Yaquis could not understand. Nor 
can I make them understand you.” 

Battle Four Days. 

Then began a struggle which con- 
tinued from Tuesday until Friday. 
The fight went on day and night. The 
defenders divided their forces into two 
sections, one of which fought during 
the day and the other during the night. 
Three, times in one night the, rebels 


‘tried tO sterm the city, but were re- 


pulsed. The defenders were so weary 
that they could hardly stand to their 
guns. But each day they refubed de- 
mands. that they surrender, 

Finally on Friday Gen. Lopez fell 
wounded, the ammunition was ex- 
hausted, and in a hand to hand battle 
the rebels occupied Morelia. Of the 
small force of defenders, 125° were 
killed dnd most of the remainier were 
wounded more or less "seriously. The 
enemy. picked up moré than 300 of 
their own dead from the field after the 
battle, and they bad more than 600 
wounded. Of these many will die. 
Gen. Lopez, who lost most of his of- 
ficers, is now in a Red Cross hospital 
where he is receiving every: attention. 

100 Yaquis Escape. 

Of the 400 Yaquis defending the city, 
about 100 escaped, instead of surren- 
dering. Some of these were wounded. 
Of the 175 remaining in the city when 
the rebels took possession, all were 
too badly wounded to leave with those 
who escaped. 

The enormous amount of ammuni- 
tion used by the Yaquis in the defense 
of Morelia from Tuesday until Friday 
is indicated by the fact that the city 
was, provided with a sufficient supply 


for the use of 2,000 men in ordinary 


circumstances. Every Yaqui fought 
with two'guns. -When one became too 
hot for use from the constant firing, 
he used the other. 

Obregon at Front. 

President Obregon <-rived tonight at 
Panales, three miles from here, where 
he held a long conference with Gen. 
Gonzalo Escobar concerning move- 
ments toward the front which are ex- 
pected to take place tomorrow. 

The insurgents still are in Acambaro. 
Official scouts sent out from Celaya 
early yesteriay have not returned to 
any military post with information. 
Others were sent out last night. 

As the rebels seem to be concentrat- 
ing about Acambaro, about seventeen 
miles from here, orders have been 
given for an advance upon San Augus- 
tin, three miles from here, where Gen. 
Escobar will make his advance head- 
quarters temporarily.

EDITOR, IS DEAD 


Leo Canman, widely known as “ Bis 
| marck,” who for thirty-five years was 


editor of THe TRIBUNE before/| der missi 


his ent in 1903, died yesterday 
at the Highlands hotel, 7455 Green- 
view avenue. For several years past 
he lived with his daughter, Mrs, Eg: 
bert, widow of Dr. Jerome William 
Egbert of India. 


On the occasion of his eighty-first 
birthday, in July of last.year, Mr. 
Canman was the guest of the heads 
of the railroads centering in Chicago, 
whom he had known when they were 
subordinates. He was given a testi- 
monial signed by 160 executives. 

Mr. Canman was born in Baden, Ger- 
many, in 1842. He came to this coun- 
try in civil war days. His first news- 
paper work was writing for the Ger- 
man press. He quickly learned Eng- 
lish and about 1868 he -went on the 
staff of Tum TRIBUN®’as railroad ed- 
itor. 

“ Bismarck,” by which name he was 
known to railroad managers and presi- 
dents all over the United States, was a 
faithful and reliable reporter. He had 
many friends among high railroad of- 
ficials who from time to time gave him 
exclusive news. 

Mr. Canman was greatly interested 
in fraternal societies. An instance of 
his fraternal work came to light after 
the death of a well known newspaper 
man formerly of Cruicago. Canman 
had induced his friend to e out a 
$5,000 insurance policy. When the per- 
son irisured left Chicago he quit paying 
the monthly assessments. Unknagwn to 
his friend, Canman kept the asgess- 
ments paid and when his friend died 
a large part of what he had ‘to leave 
his family was the insurance. The 
widow did not know that the payments 


were kept up until n wrote her.

Add eight drops of 
urine from a vessel containing a twen- 
ty-four hours’ specimen. Boil the mix- 
ture for 3 minutes; or set the tube in a 
dish of water and boil the water 4 min- 
utes. If the mixture turns green there 
is very little sugar present. If it turns 
red and throws down a brick dust de- 
posit much sugar is present.

“The insulin treatment of diabetes is 
especially valuable for those with ad- 
vanced diabetes, or those with a very 
low sugar tolerance. The ordinary .dia- 
betic does not need insulin. .He can get 
along reasonably well if he will regulate 
his diet, live within the limit of his sugar 
, tolerance, adjust his diet as regards its 
calories, its fats and its carbohydrates 
and carefully avoid infections. Most dia- 
betics will do well to observe one wae" 
day or one low diet, day a week,
